Tho oration occupied in its delivery 


ono hour and U*n minutes. Towards 
the end dark clouds loofiied up in the 
east and thure were several sharp peals 
of thunder. The audience, becoming 
weary, called time on the speaker, and 
also indulged in general rounds of ap- 
plause, but ho kept on to tho end of his 
manuscript. 


After tho •'Hallllujah Chorus" had 


boon rendered tho President was intro- 
duced and received a warm welcome. 
In a remarkably vigorous manner and 
with numerous gesticulations ho spoko 
•s follows: 


FELLOW CITIZKS8: The selection for these 


exercises of thin duv consecrated to the 
memory jf those who died that there might 
booucllag of honor and authority in this 
republic [great appiaiHcand cheers] is most 
fitting. That llaj; Moats hero, the nnrlvalod 
object of our loyal love [Renewed cheers.] 
This beautiful ami Imposing monument 
flttly typlllen the grand and symmetrical 
character of him In whose honor it has 
been built. Hi* was thn arduous greatness 
of things done. Xo ladder of preferment 
was fashioned and placed by other hands 
for his ambition. [Applause.] Ho framed 
und nailed thu cleats upon which Ills aspir- 
ing feet roa« to tho summit of public use- 
fulness and fiufte. He did not cease to be 
student and teacher when he left tho acad- 
emy; 
but as a volunteer soldier he quickly 


made hlinsolf familiar ultli strategy und 
Imparted In a brief army ciuoer, some valu- 
able lessons In military .scienca He was a 
profound student »f tho political history of 
his country, und one of the luotit brilliant 
and Instructive of the great debaters who 
have appeared In tlie Nntidaal Congress. 
What he would have been and done in the 
Presidency Is chiefly left to friendly augury, 
based upon a career that had no Incident of 
failure 
or 
tuiule-nuaey. [Prolonged ap- 


plause]. Tho sudden and cruel and myster- 
ious termination of his career had only ono 
amelioration—Iliat space of lifo was given 
him to teach from Ins dying bed. a great 
lesson of patience anil loving forbearance. 
His mortal part will find here honorable re- 
pose while the le's-ionsof his life and death 
wifl continue to be hnpossing and Instruct- 
ive Incidents in American history. 


There was hearty applause, mingled 


with cries for McKinley, when the Pres- 
ident resumed his seat. 


Vice-Prosidont Morton, who was next 


brought forward, spoke briefly. 
He re- 


ferred to hi» personal acquaintance with 
the dead President, and said that his 
life was a lesson and an inspiration to 
the youth of the land. The more the 
poopla cherished his memory and heed- 
ed his lofty teachings, tho better would 
bft tholr own citizenship. 


When General Sherman was intro- 


doced the encoring lasted for several 
minutes. The occupants of the grand 
stand rose to tholr feet, and President 
Harrison, swinging his hat, called for 
three more cheers, which were given 
with a will. 


General Sherman said that in Cali- 


fornia he was known as a pioneer, in 
New York as a member of the Chamber 
of Commerce, hut In Ohio, thank God, 
as plain "Undo Hilly." General Gar- 
fiold was tho finest type of manhood, 
both as a soldier and a citizen, that his 
memory recalled. He hoped that the 
good God would bless his memory, and 
that the people would stand by those, 
as long as they lived, who were true and 
faithful In the days of peril. 


Messrs. Wauauiaker, Millar and Rusk 


who were next called for contented 
themselves with bowing to the throng 
and good naturedly declined to respond 
to Tocifcrous call for speeches. 


Secretary Whulom told how when 


General Garfleld was near the point of 
death at hong Branch, General Sher- 
man had said to him that if it would re- 
store him to health ho would give up 
the last drop of blood In hi* body. 
This brought out more cheering, and 
Ex-United States Marshal Henry, Guit- 
eau's executioner, lead another round 
from his place among the Garfield vet- 
erans. 


Ex-Postmastor - General 
James de- 


clined to make a speech, while Bishop 
Gilmore, in a few well-chosen remarks, 
dwelt upon GaTiiold's devotion. 


General Schotlield, a "simple soldier 


who wa.s only trying to do his duty," 
paid a brief tribute to Garfleld's mem- 
ory. 


Tho c.riss for McKinley were re- 


doubled at this point. 
At first he 


bowed his thanks and refused to speak, 
but as tho demonstration was con- 
tinued he made a brief speech. The 
popular branch of Congress, he said, 
never had a 
more majestic loader. 


Facing the President 
and speaking 


with considerable emphasis the speaker 
continued: 
"J«To President since Wash- 


ington, LincoT* and Grant, has ever 
been closer to tfie hearts of the people 
than 
General Garlleld." 
[Applause 


loud and long continued followed this 
remark. | 


The clouds had by this time passed 


to the northwest. 


As his voice died away, the hymn: 


"It Is the Lord's Own Day," set to a 
sad, mournful strain, waa aung by the 
Temple Quartette. Grand Comuiander 
Sir Knight Henry Perkins then an- 
nounced that, in pursuance of the duty 
assigned by the Grand Commondery, 
they had assembled to dedicate the 
memorial with knightly honors. Turn- 
ing to the Sir Knight stationed in the 
oast ho asked: 


"Is it well In the East?" 
The Kniffht replied: 


The sunbeams from tho Eastern sky 
Flash *roui these blocks exalted high; 
And on their polished fronts proclaim 
Our Worthy Brother's widespread fame, 


Grand Commander—Sir K«ight, is it 


well in the west? 


Tho Sir Knight replied:

Doxology was sung by tho Memorial 
Chorus and audience; and with the pro- 
nouncing of tho benediction by Rev. T. 
D. Powers, IX U^ tho exorcises and 
event of the day wero bivtight to a fit- 
ting conclusion. 


It was six o'clock before the exor- 


cises were concluded and midnight be- 
fore tho last of the vast crowd had teen 
able to aocuro transportation from the 
cemetery to tho city. The Presidential 
party left for Washington in a special 
train at 12:30 a. m.
